The post-office at this place baring trans- 
acted business amounting to $10,000 or 
more during a postal fiscal year (the ex- 
act amount from June 1, 1900, to June 
1,1901, having been 10.697) Gettysburg 
became entitled to free delivery service, 
and (Jen. F. Young, the former post- 
master, made application to the postal 
authorities for its inauguration. His ef- 
forts resulted successfully and the sys- 
tem began on Sunday, December 1st, 
with tbe Brat collection of mail from tbe 
boxes placed at various points through- 
out the town. The first delivery was 
made yesterday. 


We have printed from time to time a 


great deal ot in formation on this subject, 
but a re-statement of some of ,the facts 
will prove of general interest. 


The following carriers have been ap- 


pointed: N. O. Miller on routfl Jfo. 1, 
C. K. Gilbert on route No. 2, and F.

They will be entitled to fifteen days va- 
cation in a full year's work. The substi- 
tute, who is George E. Wierman, re- 
ceives as hia nominal salary 41 per year 
but he serves in the absence of the regu- 
lar carriers at their salary. 


There will be three deliveries a day, as 


at present arranged, at 9.15 a. m. and 
1.80 and 4 p. m. 
A collection will be 


reside In the morning in time for dispatch 
via 8.43 tram on W. M. R. K. and a col- 
lection on Sunday evening. 


It is also arranged for the present that 


the carrier's window in the post-office 
will be open each evening from 7 to 7.30 
lor the delivery of mail arriving on the 
evening mails. 


"Drop" or local, letters will now re- 


quire a two-cent stamp instead of one 
cent as before. 


The Post-oiaster desires it announced 


"If you wish your mail delivered by car- 
rier, instruct correspondents to address 
you at street and number."

master Mcllhenny referring to the regis- 
tration of letters by the carriers reads in 
part as follows: 


The new system of registration of let- 


ters by carriers will be put in operation 
at your office on Dec. 1,1901, and there 
are special features of it to which 1 wish 
to iuviteyour careful atteutiou. 


For Uie present, the system will be 


couflned to the purely reaideutial dis- 
tricts in your city, excluding, even in 
them, business houses, and patrons who, 
as a rule, will have many letters for reis- 
istratiou at one time. 
The business 


houses and all others in a residential dis- 
trict should, however, be included in the 
service as soon as possible; and exten- 
sions will, of course, be made as soon as 
the conditions will permit, uutil the 
whole field, as nearly as practicable, is 
covered. 


The carrier instructions are simple, 


plain, and direct. Carriers are required 
to be careful, courteous, and attentive 
at, all times, and to encourage the regis- 
tration ot valuable letters. 
Carriers 


must be thoroughly impressed with the 
fact that they are to spend no more time 
in the registration of a letter than is ab- 
solutely necessary to write the leceipt 
and promptly deliver it. 
While they 


are required to be always courteous und 
respectful to piitrous, they are tmiitively 
fvrbulilen to mgnye in discnision..

THURSDAY MORNING. 


Rev. W. N. R. Ashmead, rector of the 


Uharch of the Prince of Peace, opened the 
day's work with appropriate selections 
from the Scriptures. 
Following this was 


a song by the teachers. 


Miss Elizabeth Lloyd began the Insti- 


tute work proper with the discussion of 
the subject "The Teaching of Physiology" 
She spoke first ol the use of text-books in 
teaching Physiology. It is often complain- 
ed that children get tired of the subject; 
then there is something wrong with the 
method of teaching. 
Several books on 


the subject should be used, partly aa sup- 
plementary reading. 
General 
reviews 


almuld be given. The utmost endeavor, 
in short, should be used by the teacher 
to arouse interest in the pupils. 


She next spoke of the teaching oi Oral 


Physiology. But here khe teacher must 
be sure of what he wants to teach and how 
to teach it. It is necessary to teach tbe 
effects of the use of alcoholic liquors that 
the child may be guarded against the evils 
of their use. To show this in a practical 
way the teacher ought to bring some fruit 
juice to the school room, let it stand and 
show the process of fermentation. 


Tell littla stories ; for instance, the story 


of William Tell and his practice in archery 
showing the necessity in his case of stead- 
iness ot hand when compelled to shoot at 
the apple on his sou's head. 


The best results are secured, in the 


teaching of Physiology, by studying na- 
ture. 
Let the child study his arm and 


hand, the fore-lege and paws of a cat or a 
dog, or study a horse, monkey or any 
other animal. 


She urged the teachers to teach self 


knowledge, self-benevolence, eelf-coutrol. 


Prof. Armstrong spoke well on the 


"Form and Substance of Poetry." Poetry 
is 80 great a subject that even sages have 
written about it. 
To be real poetry it 


must be rhythmical, imaginative and sug- 
gestive, should express 
emotion 
and 


possess beauty and reveal truth. 
In order 


that the child may like poetry he must 
see the rhythm, and in readiug 
should 


be allowed to read tt sing soug. The high- 
est usefulness is generally coupled with 
the aighest beauty. The real poet catches 
Che beauty of his theme and put it into 
verse. 


Prof. Geo. P. Bible, Principal of the 


East Strouasbtirg Normal School, then 
made his first appearance, taking as his 
subject "Primary 
Reading," 
In 
the 


child's life there are two important per- 
iods. 1st. VVheu he learns to read. There 
are six diflereiit methods uaed in teaching 
the child to read. 1. The A B 0 method, 
i The Word method. 3. The Sentence 
method. 
4. The Phonetic method. 5. 


Che Polladd. 
B. Tne Ward. 
The last 


method ia a combination of all other 
methods. By this method reading can be 
taught the child in one day. There must 
be aome method, but back of the method 
must be the teacher. 
Prof. Bible rec- 


ommended the Ward method. 


2. The age of consciousness. He illus- 


trated bis method of teaching reading in 
this period with a lesson from Ward. The 
morning session closed with a song by the 
audienee. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON. 


"Some Causes of Degeueracy" was the 


subject discussed by Misa Elizabeth Lloyd, 
due dpoke of tobacco, beginning with its 
history. It was tirst smoked, then snuffed. 
Two popes forbade its use. 
A Sultan of 


Turkey punished the users of tobacco by 
ordering the pipe tun through the nose. 
One of the Czars of Kuaeia would order tbe 
uoae of the guilty user cut off. 
Up to 1565 


there is no reference to the use of the 
weed; there is no mention of it in any of 
dhakespeares* worses. James I. of Eng- 
land used his influence against its use, but 
alter Virginia was settled the iwe spread, 
until now, when all nations everywhere 
have acquired the habit. 


Within the last few years dcientihc in- 


vestigation has shown the evil effects of 
the aae of tobacco. 
The present king of 


England is dying from the ill effects of its 
use. 
There are few attuidtica obtainable 


showing ttio harm done to those who are 
addicted to its use, bnt she mentioned one 
fact—that the average height of women in- 
creases one inch m thirty years, while 
with young men the average increase is 
only slightly more than cme inch. She 
dwelt in particular on the evils of the 
cigarette habit. 


The remedies proposed are these : 1st, 


An appeal to the athletic aide of the young 
uiau7s nature. 2d, Make a list of reasons 
why tobacco should or should not be used. 
3d, Teach a better use of money. 4th, 
Impress 0.1 the pupils that men will not 
any longer employ in responsible positions 
boys wtio nee cigarettes. 
5th, Raise a 


sentiment against the use of tobacco. 


After this talk Prof. Yetter and U. E 


Trostte, of York Springs, Hang a duet very 
acceptably. 


Prof. Bible then spoke on "Literature 


and Elocution." He emphasized the re- 
marks of Miss Lloyd, giving instances of 
the evil effects of the use of the "vile 
weed."

"The Bible a Great Classic," waa tbe 


subject assigned to Prof. Armstrong. 
He 


wished that the Christian Nation would 
look on tbe Bible as the Mohammedans 
do the Koran. For 1,000 years the Koran 
has been constantly read in the Mosque. 
One learned Mohammedans has read the 
Koran 70,000 times. No one ought to be 
considered a graduate of a college until he 
knew the Bible thoroughly as a piece of 
literature. Daniel Webster said that he 
got his forcefn1 style from the Bible. 
Ruskin said that by hie study of the Bible 
he perfected his style. A great book, he 
said, is one which contains forces that 
make lives great. The Bible contains not 
only a great spiritual message but a liter- 
ary message also. The best biography is 
found in it. 
He gave examples of excel- 


lent forma of literary style, as the story of 
tbe undying devotion of Ruth to Naomi, 
and the account of David and his son Ab- 
solom. The Books of Moses give law; the 
Book of Ruth, a love story; of Esther, a 
thrilling tale; and there are contained in 
its pages orations, and poems. 
This talk 


of Prof.Armstrong was very well received. 


Dr. 0. T. Corson, of Columbus, Oaio, 


then made his first appearance, discussing 
very ably ''Tact in the School Room."' 
He said in part: Tact can afford to set 
still and smile while talent and zeal are 
qarreling. Talent ia serious, sober, grave; 
tact is more—it is the eye, ear, taate, 
touch, interpreter of riddles, remover of 
differences, surmounter of obstacles. Tal- 
ent knows what to do; tact knows how to 
do it. He related instances to show the 
value of tact. Mischief, in the child, 
properly directed, becomes, in manhood, 
energy. Never encourage tattling. 
The 


pupils will respect a tactful teacher, and 
will disrespect tbe teacher who lacka it. 


FRIDAY AFTERNOON. 


Prof. Bible changed his subject to "Cul- 


tivation of Memory." 


Everyone ought to improve his memory. 


Attention is necessary to this. 
Memory 


involves the power of retention, reproduc- 
tion, recognition, localization. 


There are four kinds of memory: 1st, 


The Visual—which enables to recall what 
has been seen. 


2nd, The Auditory—illustrated in the 


musician, playing by air. 


3d, The Verbal—in which the pupil 


commits tbe words but fails to get the 
thought. 


4th, The Logical—which deal 
with 


thoughts or acts rather than words. 


The development of the memory de_ 


peuds on several things: 1st, Ita use; 2d, 
Interest; 3d, Attention; 4tb, Association. 
It is developed by seeing the likeness be- 
tween things, by repetition, by devotional 
preference, by voluntary attention. 
Much 


depends on the voluntary attention at the 
time of learning; also on the physical con- 
dition of the learner, and on clearness of 
precepts at time of learning. 


Prof. Bible closed his final discussion 


with a few graceful words of farewell. 


Di. Corson spoke on "Originality in the 


Teacher." He said that he had never yet 
seen a teacher successful without good 
order. Discipline, however, must not be 
made the chief end. 
The teacher must 


have tact in his teaching, in presenting a 
subject to the minds of his pupils. 
Hard 


things may be made more inviting by 
finding what they like and bringing them 
to what they do not like. 
"Meet children 


half way." Not all children can be reach- 
ed, but with a careful study much can be 
done. Stand by the pupil as long ae there 
is any possibility of helping him. 


The teacher should train the 
child 


morally, not only intellectually. Christ 
was an example of the moral teacher and 
the tactful one. The teacher should study 
his own ways of doing things. 
"Do not 


copy after others." 


The last speaker of the Institute was 


Prof. Armstrong and he spoke briefly, 
chiefly on "The Spirit of the Teacher." 


Mechanical toola are nothing without 


the spirit to use them. 
The teacher, who 


does not have a noble idea and proper con- 
ception of duty, is not a good teacher. lie 
inuet be in love with hia work and in the 
spirit of it; must be in the spirit of ibe 
time and it the spirit of the place. 


With a lew announcements the Insti- 


tute came to a close; nothing remaining 
but the concert of the evening.

Prof. R. A. Armstrong closed the after- 


noon session with a very brief talk on "Pa- 
triotism." There are two things that ele- 
vate man, the idea of God and of country. 
The feeling of patriotism is an imperisha- 
ble virtue among all nations, but with the 
American the feeling is deepest seated. 
Arnold, on his d^ath-bed, could not forget 
his native laud. 
Aristiden, when about to 


be banished, called down the blessing of 
the gods on his native city. The Hebrews 
look back with longing to the laud they 
left 2,000 years ago. 


FRIDAY MORNING. 


Institute began with the hymn "Joy to 


the World." Rev. M. Coover, pastor of 
the college church, read the 28th chapter 
of the Book of Job, and offered prayer.

PROFESSIONAL AND PERMANENT CERTIFI- 


GATES. 


Prof. Rotli read before tbe teachers the 


following notice from the State Depart- 
ment : 


The Act of May 21. 1901, specifies that 


after the first Monday of June, 1902, no 
teacher shall receive from a county, city 
or borough superintendent a certificate as 
teacher, who has not a fair knowledge of 
orthography, reading, wilting, geography, 
English grammar, mental and written 
arithmetic, history o( the United States, 
the theory of teaching, civil government, 
including State and local, and elementary 
algebra. This act does not annul perma- 
nent certificates nor valid professional 
certificates now in the possession of teach- 
era. 
Persons holding permanent certifi- 


cates can continue to teach the branches 
named thereon without further examina- 
tion ; but neither civil govurnmect nor ele- 
mentary algebra can be added to their cer- 
tificates unless they pass the required ex- 
amination. 
Professional certificates will 


be valid until the close of the school year 
ending June, 1903. 


After the first Monday of June, 1902, no 


provisional, professional 
or permanent 


certificate wilt be issued to persons who 
fail to pass the required examinations in 
oivil government and elementary algebra.

FALL PLOWING. 


A DIVERSITY 
OF 
OPINION 
AMONG 
FAW- 


NERS-CURING PORK AT THIS 


TIIWE OF THE YEAR. 


Tnere is a diversity of opinion among 


farmers as to the advantage or benefit 
of fall plowing. On account of the los8 


of nitrogen many Agricultural experts 
claim that it should be abandoned en- 
tirely. This to coy mind depends much 
ou the kind of soil aud time o£ ulowing. 
As considerable heat is required to cause 
the escape of much nitrogen, I am satjs- 
tiedjhom j ears of expeneuce ou my own 
(arm, that it plowing is done late in the 
fall or just before cold freezing weather 
sets in, that the escape ot nitrogen is 
more of H bugbear than a reality as 
claimed by these experts. 
If such was 


not the case the ciops on my farm ought 
io deeiea^ in yield, instead they havr 
been better than those of twentj fiveyears 
ago, llv.: is, as the seasons average, and 
1. have never used a pound of fertilize! 
except that nv.de on the taroj. 
The 


benefits gained from fa!! plowing depend 
not 01 ly on the kind of soil, but ai.^o on 
the lotalum ot ctops prac'iced. Ou tcj 
farm the sml is a samly loam from six to 
twelve inches deep, underneath which is 
a he-ivy el iv .-ubsoil. 
In the spun" 1 


plow tor corn a pu'ee of sod, previous!} 
coveied \uth barnyaid manure, about 
five inches deep ou the :'ver.ige, as I h tve 
found tiotn experience to plow much 
deeper Ir.isrna tne vield ot corn. Q me 
l.iie iu the iiill, and atter the coin is rt- 
uioved, 1 plow the field about nine n.eheo 
deep, using three hoists for this purpose. 
Tins necessaiily turns up some ot the 
clay subsoil, which is thoroughly pulver- 
ized by the frosts of winter aud spring, 
thus setting free and making available a 
large amount of new plant food for the 
oats which can be sown much eaiher 
with fall plowing. I recently finished 
my fall plowing, and the ground was in 
line shape, that is. just motst enough, 
and ou account of this, it the season is at 
all lavoiable, I shall look for a good ciop 
of oats another year. L seldom laise less 
thdii fifty bushels to the acre; this sea- 
son my yield was sixtj-one bushels per 
acre. Jlaay farmers sow their oats ou 
corn stubble without plowing, with a 
yield of but forty bushels to tlie acie, and 
more or less weeds in tan oats. 


As now is the time of year tor faimers 


to put down pork for home use, n is 
more palatable to prepare a portion of 
the. hog for bacon than to sail down so 
macti .side poik. Wt.en cutting up the 
pig, cut two wide strips trorn the belly 
part. As these strips contain the most 
lean they are better for bacon. 
The 


back or thicker parts cut into narrow 
stnps and suit down for side pork. 
Pack 


the hams and shoulders lutu a barrel 
with the bacon ou top, and for these 
make a brine about one-half as strong as 
that used for the side pork, making it 
quite sweet with good molasses or brown 
sugar. A small amount ot saltpeter— 
about au ounce to 100 p'M.nds of meat— 
dissolved anJ nnxeJ with the brine is 
helpful. In about eight days reoiuve the 
bacon pieces from the bnni' and smoke, 
letting the barns ai,d shoulders remain 
in the brine six we^ks before smoking. 
At the time of writing we are using b.t- 
cou trom a pig slaughtered a few weeks 
ago and prepared as above, and consider 
it very delicious and much supenoi to 
any that can be bought ou the market, 
This method of prep.irmg bacon is so 
simple that any fanner who puts down 
h>s own pork can have the same luxury.
